New South Wales Minister for Sport Ken Booth handed 
out a message to our soccer administrators at the Roth- 
mans Medal presentation in Sydney last week which must 


be heeded. 


In his speech Mr Booth said that next year’s 
World Youth Championships for the Coca-Cola 
Cup indeed will be the most important spor- 
ting event held in Australia since the 1956 
Olympics in Melbourne. 

He also stated that in his opinion the 
championships will eclipse the 1982 Com- 
monweaith Games in Brisbane. 

He said that the interest in soccer will be at 
an all time high during and after the WYC and 
that this situation must not be wasted by our 
soccer administrators. 

“It will be a golden opportunity for soccer 
to forge ahead and the opportunity must not be 
missed or wasted,'’ Mr Booth said. 

And never were truer words spoken! 

And indeed a concentrated effort must be 
made to capitalise on the soccer fever whic? 
is sure to exist here after the World Youth 
Championships. 

We have had the experience of such an op- 
portunity going a-begging before. 

Chis was after the 1974 World Cup Finals in 
West Germany where the Socceroos did ever 
so well and captured the imagination of 
Australia’s sporting public. 

Unfortunately this golden opportunity for 
soccer to climb to greater heights was com- 
pletely wasted. 

In fact the game has never recovered from 
some of the sad happenings in soccer here 
after these finals. 

But all that's history now and it must not be 
allowed to happen again. 

It will be interesting to see if our adminis- 
trators have learned from the 1974 debacle. 

if they haven't then there certainly will be 
no hope for the game here in Australia — let’s 
hope this is not so! 

Well this is the time of the year that the 
merry-go-round visits our clubs and coaches 
pack their bags and head for pastures new, 

As for myself, 1 long for the day when club 
administrators will pack their bags and 
change clubs and coaches will stay put! 

It will never happen, of course, but some- 
times it’s nice to dream! 

But honestly, the coaching situation in Aus- 
tralian club football is bordering on the ridicu- 
lous. 

Sure, there are bad coaches and sure some 
of them get themselves into their own 





i honestly think that there are some club ad- 
ministrators who want to change coaches just 
for changing sake. 

Just imagine the scene in a club boardroom. 
First director to second director: “I think 
we'll have a change of coach Wal, this fellow’s 
face is getting on my nerves. 

Second director: *‘Oh I don’t know Bluey, he 
has us at the top of the comp.” 

First director: ‘‘That’s not his doing it’s our 
good work in the boardroom’’. 

Second director: “‘Ah well I suppose we 
could do with a change, we have to keep up our 
image!"’ 

Maybe it's not as ridiculous as it seems — 
believe me, I've been through it all and it can, 
and sometimes does happen. 

But I suppose it will always happen until our 
administrators become fully professional. 

I mean to say it’s asking a bit much to have 
professional players, professional coaches and 
amateur administrators and then expecting 
the system to work!

job. But then Hogg broke his 
ankle and I was picked. I 
played right through the World 
Cup and as soon as I came 
home I played a pre-season 
game and did the injury again. 

NJ: You also suffered a 
bad injury during the 
World Cup. How serious 
was that? 


NJ: During that World 


Cup were you very con- 
scious of being the under- 
dogs? 

CC: Yes, but that is usually 
an incentive providing you 
don't become overawed. Take 
East Germany — they were in- 
credibly fit. After they beat us 
2-0 I'm sure they could have 
gone back out and played an- 


other game. But we were just - 


as fit because we tracked them 
down all over the field. We 
made two mistakes and it cost 
us the game. 

NJ: It was that close? 

CC: Yes, Because we should 
have scored first. You must 
also remember that we'd left 
Ray Baartz behind and there's 


no denying that the plan we'd . 


worked to for years had to be 
altered because we'd lost Ray. 


NJ: What do you say to’ 
the criticism of Rale Rasic' 


being too negative in 
Germany? 


CC: If we'd gone out and 
played the way people wanted 
us to, you'd have seen double 
figures. 

NJ: What was it like 
under the Rasic regime? 

CC: I could never get over 
how hard we used to train. 
He'd have us exhausted. I'll 
never forget one day, he gave 
us a session in the morning and 
said that it would get a bit 
harder in the afternoon. He 
never expected anyone to get 
through it. We each did 500 
sprints. They were 100 yards, 
5U yards, five yards or what- 
ever. All within two hours. 
You must remember that it’s a 
lot harder with semi-profes- 
sionals. You've got to get them 
away from the families, pubs, 
work and everything.

WJ: Col, an important 
phase of your davel- 
opment was the 12 
months you spent at Man- 
chester United. What was 
that like? 

CC: Well, they had four 
teams — the firsts, the re- 
serves and the A and B youth 
teams. I can remembef a 
photo taken over lunch after 
training with the lower teams. 
There was Brian Kidd and 
Jimmy Rimmer, both still! 
playing now, Francis Burns 
who played for Scotland, Don 
Givens of Eire, Paul Edwards, 
who played five or six years 
first grade after 1 left, Bobby 
Noble, Johnny Fitzpatrick and 
Johnny Aston. And they were 
just A reserves. I was in the A 
team and Ray was in the re- 
serves.

So they’d drop him to 
the A team and he'd score 
three goals from midfield, ‘so 
they'd promote him again. He 
hated it. That was 1965 to 66 
and we were only kids. | still 
remember the day when Ray 
said that after he'd been there 
two years he’d had enough and 
was Coming home. I.decided to 
go with him and was told to go 
and see the boss, Sir Matt 
Busby. He said it was a pity 
because they’d drawn up a 12 
motnhs contract for me to 
sign. 

WJ: Talking about con- 
tracts have you had your 
fingers burned over bad 
contracts? 

CC: When 1 first joined 
Adamstown. I joined up for no 
fee. 1 signed an open contract 
which was supposed to let me 
leave of my free will. But after 
a few years when | did decide 
to go to Sydney, they refused 
point blank to let me go and 

“put $5600 on me which effecti- 
vely stopped my move to 
Sydney at a young age. I didn’t 
really get away till I was 22. 
My advice to all young players 
is to get the best advice pos- 
sible before they put their 
names to anything. 

NJ: Col, it’s been said 
by different people in- 
cluding the then Australian 
ambassedor in West 
Germany that our parti- 
cipation in the 1974 World 
Cup did more for relations 
between Australia and 
Germany than all the de- 
legations in the last 30 
years. Did you get that im- 
pression when you were 
over there. 


CC. I’ve got no doubt that 
the Australians made a terri- 
fic impression in West 
Germany. In fact friendships 
we made with some of the 
German people are still 
stronger than ever today. I've 
got a penfriend who was only a 
young kid then but still writes 
regularly. When it came time 
for us to leave our accom- 
modation, the staff was gen- 
uinely upset to see us go be- 
cause we’d made so many 
close friends. In fact some of 
the women actually wept. 
That's just an idea of how well 
received we were by the 
German people.

The game will be shown live on 20 sta- 
tions and on a delayed basis on another 25, 
thanks to the advent of multicultural tele- 
— on Channel 0 in Melbourne and Syd- 


Channel 0 will hire an outside broadcast 
unit from Sydney channel TCN9 to cover 
the game in conjunction with Canberra 
station CTC 7 

Commentator will be Les Murray of 
Canberra, assisted by Johnny Warren. 

The match and the pre-match enter- 
tainment will be shown from 1 pm te 5 pm 
on Channel 0 in Melbourne and Sydney. 

Peter Skelton, special projects manager 

of the Special Braodcasting Service which 
runs Channel 0, said the station would 
show three and a half hours of soccer a 
week during the Australian season and at 
least an hour a week during the off-season. 

That off-season hour will comprise high- 
lights of games from Argentina, Yugosla- 
via, Greece, Brazil, Germany, Italy and 
some other countries, depending on avail- 
ability. The overseas programme will be 
shown also during the Australian season. 

A Brazilian final, with English com- 
mentary is among the early games to be 
shown, 

The Gold Cup to be played in Uruguay 
from 30 December to 16 January between 
Argentina, Uruguay, Brazil, West 
Germany, Italy and Holland also will be 
shown. 

Peter Skelton said Channel 0 may take a 
live satellite coverage of the finai, if the 
competition gets the recognition it de- 
serves in Australia.

Channel 0's PSL coverage will start as 

soon as the 1981 season kicks off in Febru- 
ary. 
“There will be a one-hour programme of 
PSL highlights and a one-hour programme 
of panel discussion, interviews, snippets 
from overseas and State League games 
and viewer competitions. 


_ The PSL programme will cover a min- 
imum of two, but sometimes as many as 
four matches at a time. 


Dave Fordham of NBN3 (Newcastle) 
and Les Murray of CTC7 (Canberra) are 
being considered for the job as ‘‘front 
man’’, according to Peter Skelton. 


Because Channel 0 has no outside broad- 
cast units of its own, it is asking com- 
mercial stations to cover and supply tapes 
of matches in return for the finished show 
free of charge. 


Skelton said NWS9 of Adelaide had 
shown keen interest, CTC7, NBN3, and 
WAN4 (Wollongong) definitely would take 
part and HSV7 (Melbourne) had shown 
Slight interest. 


However, it appears none of the Sydney 
stations want to take part, so Channel 0 
will have to hire OB units to cover 
matches in Sydney. 

The panel programme will be produced 
in Sydney, but material will be supplied 
for it also from Melbourne. 

Former Socceroo captain Johnny 
Warren will host a half-hour weekend pro- 
gramme aimed at junior players, Skelton 
said. Warren also will be used by the mar- 
keting arm of the ASF as front man for all 
its junior promotions. 


Skelton said Channel 0 had first option 
on coverage of matches by all visiting 
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teams, and also on the Socceroos’ World 
Cup games at home and abroad and cov- 
erage of the 198] Coca-Cola world youth 
championship. 

But he said there was ‘‘a fly in the oint- 
ment’’ over the youth titles, as the 10 net- 
work also was interested in covering 
them. 

“We don’t mind sharing it with 10, so 
long as they show it at the same time we 
do’’, Skelton said. 


Although Channel @ can’t run com- 
mercials initially, it has been given spe- 
cial permission to say something like 
“This programme is brought to you by 
Philips Industries”’, at the start and end of 
the PSL show. Also, there is no objection 
to teams wearing sponsors’ logos on their 
shirts. 


Skelton said Channel 0 would immedi- 
ately push for legislation for a com- 
mercial licence so it could be self-suffi- 
cient. 

He said the $15 million made available 
to the station by the government until the 
end of June was insufficient. 


Asked what kind of coverage the new 
station would give to State League soccer, 
he said: 


“The State League probably feel like 
the ugly cousins at the moment, and we 
believe they should be given much greater 
recognition. 


“We will aim at using at least some 
footage of State League matches and we 
will incorporate the State Leagues in our 
panel discussions and our on-screen inter- 
viewing’. 

Skelton said TV support for soccer 
would help the clubs and the leagues get 
additional sponsorship. He added: ‘‘Had 
we not come in, we may have seen the 
demise of the PSL”.

$80,000 this season. 

The sponsorship was revea- 
led at the club’s recent annual 
general meeting. 

Next year the sponsorship 
will be as much again, and 
probably more, 

A yearly sponsorship of $80,- 
000 is absolutely unheard of in 
State league. 

In fact only Newcastle KB 
United has been able to attract 
that sort of money in the 
Philips league. 

Arncliffe has a wealthy busi- 
nessman, Mr Earl, on its com- 
mittee and it also has received 
money from a car company. 

Mr Earl's son, Brad, plays 
in the club’s second team. 

Arncliffe has been the 
object of big sponsorship 
money for the past three years 
and has used it to buy nusmner- 
ous top-line players, so far 
without success. 

This year it bought NSW 
Rothman’s medal winner John 
Lee from Bankstown in the 
face of bids from Philips 
League clubs in Sydney. 

These clubs were ainazed at 
the type of inoney Lee claimed 
he had been offered by Arnclif- 
fe. 

Arncliffe also used its spon- 
sorship money to attract John 
Wignall and John Doyle from 
Marrickville, goalkeepers 
Wilson from Marconi and 
Steve Hoszowshi from 
Canberra City and strikers 
Steve Leah from Aurburn and 
John Montgomery, Marrick- 
ville. 

Alan Ainslie was bought 
from Sydney Olympic and 
became coach half-way 
through the season when Jim 
Gallagher was released. 

Ainslie was the sixth coach 
Arncliffe has used in the past 
three seasons, two of which 
alinost brought relegation 

Now it hopes a top coach 
will bring it the NSW State

Apart froin Rasic, other top- 
line coaches have apparently 
applied for the Arncliffe job, 
including men with Philips 
league experience.

Cups King Croatia added to 
its array of trophies by win- 
ning the 1980 State League Cup 
1-0 against arch rival Make- 
donia after three players were 
sent off in the second half. 


The match was John Gar- 
diner’s goodbye to the side he 
has led to two State League 
Cups, two Dockerty Cups, two 
Ampo! Cups and the 1979 State 
League championship. 


His success is unequalled in 
the past decade so it was an 
appropriate way to shed the 
mantle of coach with a hard- 
fought victory over Make- 
donia. 


Croatia’s effort was all the 
more meritorious when it was 
left with nine players for the 
last 21 minutes of play. 


Makedonia failed to turn its 
early territorial advantage 
and its extra player into goals 
and paid dearly. 


Gardiner opened as sweep- 
er, with Keith Adams pushed 
into a central midfield role. 


Both sides were tentative at 
first and early long shots from 
Peter Ollerton and Alan Kerr 
caused little trouble.

Croatia wasn't a patch on 
the exciting attacking side of 
previous weeks but within five 
minutes the pendulum had 
swung back into its favor and 
tremendous pressure was ex- 
erted upon Makedonia'’s 
defence. 


Gilder laid back to Kerr 
whose fierce, low, right-foot 
shot from 22 metres was 
fractionally wide.

The Victoria Cup will mark 
the start of Footscray 
J.U.S.T’s comeback, accord- 
ing to club president Tony 
Kovac. 


It also will show the Philips League how 
much there is to be gained by accepting 
Preston Makedonia to its ranks, he said. 

‘‘Games between Makedonia and 
J.U.S.T., and between South Melbourne 
Hellas and Makedonia will draw very big 
crowds’’, Kovac predicted. 

‘There has been talk about bad feeling 
between Makedonia and J.U.S.T. I want to 
put an end to that talk. 

‘‘We are not divided. On the contrary, 
we are extremely friendly and we look for- 
ward to Makedonia being added to the PSL 
next year. 

“The league started with four teams 
from Melbourne and we all have suffered 
since they were reduced to three with the 
demise of Mooroolbark’’. 

Kovac said J.U.S.T. would be at full 
strength in the Victoria Cup, as brilliant 
forward Zdravko Lujic had delayed his 
holiday in Yugoslavia ‘until after the se- 
ries. Slobodan Jovanovic who also was 
planning a holiday, will play as well. 

When Lujic does go to Yugoslavia, he 
will be on a recruiting mission as well asa 
holiday. 

**Lujic is an excellent club man and he 
will try to-help us by getting a good central 
striker. He has one in mind — a reason- 
ably big name’’, Kovac said. 

He said that instead of recruiting in 
quantity, as the club did so unsuccessfully 
in 1979, J.U.S.T. was planning to buy quali- 
ty this time — “regardless of cost’’. 

J.U.S.T. Had a good start to the season 
under coach Rocco Ille who was brought 
down on a full-time contract from Sydney. 
The former Yugal star did excellent work 
in leading the team to good early-season 
victories, including a resounding 3-0 win 
against Hellas. 

But internal strife led to Hle being re- 
placed by Jim Kriaris who in turn asked 
former J.U.S.T. coach Cedo Cirkovic to 
help him. After Cirkovic returned J.U.S.T 
was unbeaten in the last three weeks, and 
very unlucky not to beat Sydney instead of 
drawing 2-2. 

Cirkovic has given no indication about 
whether he will coach J.U.S.T. next year 
but Kovac is optimistic.

- Kovac said that J.U.S.T.’s No. }-priority 
for 1981 was setting up first-class head- 
quarters, 

Footscray Council has offered J.U.S.T. 
Hansen Reserve in Roberts Street, West 
Footscray, off Sunshine Road. The Council 
is willing to spend $300,000 on a pavilion 
and grandstand there, but J.U.S.T. is 
asking for a little more land than has been 
offered, so it can put up a social club build- 
ing. 

If Hansen Reserve falls through, 
J.U.S.T. probably will develop its tradi- 
tional home ground, Schintler Reserve. 


Kovac feels Footscray council has a 
moral obligation to the club because of the 
difficulties this year over the use of West- 
ern Oval. Council approved J.U.S.T. and 
Footscray Football Club sharing the oval 
but J.U.S.T. was kicked off the ground 
after the Victorian Football League ap- 
plied pressure. 


Kovac is proud that of all the PSL clubs, 
J.U.S.T. is one of the few which is a draw- 
card away from home. ‘We have support 
all over Australia’, he said. ‘When we 
play in Sydney against St. George or 
Sydney City, for example, we always get 
Yugoslav supporters coming along. 


“So we will continue to promote our- 
selves among the Yugoslav community, 
while at the same time keeping our doors 
open to all nationalities and all soccer fans 
whose support we value very highly’’. 

Kovac said he was looking for three or 
four talented young men to join the club's 
administration. 

Kovac himself has served J.U.S.T. 
since 1953 and has been president for 17 
years in two terms, but he concedes that 
he eventaully must make way for new 
blood, 

“We must prepare an administration 
for the future’’, he said 

He added that the club was confident of 
keeping most of its players but that if any 
were unhappy, he had no objections to 
them transferring ‘‘if the price is right’’.

1 didn’t know why excuses 
are made for the staleness of 
top players on the basis of a 
long and arduous season. Bar- 
ring injury | haven’t had a 
decent break for three years! 


What with the national youth team and 
the senior national team I’ve been kept very 
busy, with only one or, if I've been lucky, two 
weeks’ break at Christmas. But playing so 
much soccer doesn’t worry me because | 
wouldn't play if | didn’t love the game. 

1 first played for my school along with my 
mates at State school and my first junior team 
was West Newport. 

1 started off on the wing because 1 was 
small for my age and | had scored a few goals 
for the school team. 

1 was with West Newport for a year, then I 
joined Altona. 

{ played in an older age side, always a year 
above my level, as most of my mates were 
older and | wanted to play alongside them. 

lt really benefited me because the level was 
harder and once you became accustomed to it, 
it sped your development. 

And as for playing for the State sides, | 
always dropped down into my age group, 
which made: it easier to play: : 

The most important influence throughout 
my junior career at Altona was Ian Hynds who 
coached me from under-11's to under-16’s. 

He then took the whole team into Altona’s 
reserves and this made a big difference to 
many boys, being able to stay together after 
playing for five years as a team. 

lan taught me the basic skills of soccer and 
he improved my attitude and understanding of 
the game. 4 

Lots of players stuck with soccer because 
lan taught them to enjoy it. 

I first played in Altona’s reserves when I 
was 15 and | made the first team a year later. 

1 was still a bit small and frail for senior 
soccer so Altona played me on the wing at 
first but when I got used to the standard I re- 
verted to midfield. 

After two years with Altona in State League 
I wanted to try my luck in the PSL and I had 
everything lined up with J.U.S,T. 

I met [ony Kovac, the president of 
J.U.S.1., and I told him about the $1,000 max- 
imum price on my head which was a pittance 
at the time. 

But he didn’t seem very interested. He told 
me he’d contact me within a week but he con- 
tacted me a month and a half later. 

| approached Hellas and they were inter- 
ested, so I signed. 

lhe attitude of the players and club officials 
was the biggest difference between Altona and 
Hellas. 

The State League is okay for younger 
players trying to make their name but as a 
competition it's a joke. 

Soccer for most State League clubs is too 
social. You can drink away a loss after the 
game, 

With the higher standard of players at 
Hellas 1 benefited greatly. 

I signed during the off season, late in 1978, 
and last season — my first with Hellas — was 
disatrous for we finished bottom of the PSL. 

Internal trouble had a lot to do with our 
demise, 

On top of that we didn’t have much luck up 
front. We were well in command of some 
games but couldn't put the ball into the net. 

The attitude of the players toward each 
other was bad because some were earning 
more than others and it caused ill feeling. 

We had three coaches last year and no-one 
seemed to know what was going on because 
we played three different ways throughout the 
season. 

John Margaritis must take a lot of the 
credit for our dramatic improvement and our 
squad was strengthened pre-season by five 
extra players. d d 

The pressure of constantly losing and 
having to get off the bottom of the league is

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This year we have been faced with enjoy- 
able pressure because we have been success- 
ful and this has made a major difference to 
our performances.

But we desperately need good TV coverage 
to promote soccer and get the supporters to 
the game. 

The Press coverage of soccer in the daily 
newspapers is hopeless and if it stays at its 
present level then soccer will stay small. 

The Victorian team did a great job of 
promoting soccer in this State and the claim 
that Hellas wouldn't release players for State 
squad training is not entirely true. 

George Christopoulos and 1 simply told 
Hellas that we wanted to play for Victoria and 
that was that. 

However, I think there should have been 
more Hellas players in the State squad. 

Vince Bannon and George Campbell could 
easily have played for Victoria. 

Vince has had a great year and he deserves 
the success because he bursts his guts at train- 
ing and puts everything into his game. 

My immediate future revoives around Aust- 
ralia qualifying for the 1982 World Cup finals 
in Spain. 

1 believe we'll get there because we've got 
the players to do it. 

I'd like to play overseas and I feel if I don’t 
give it a go soon I will never make it but I have 
to take things step by step. 

1 hope [ don’t suffer from injuries like I 
have this past season. I've wondered whether 
or not I've been caught because I’ve been too 
slow to get rid of the ball in the two incidents 
against Heidelberg from which I was sidelined 
for some time. 

As I've become more established as a PSL 
player I've found that opponents have started 
to go over the ball when tackling me or tack- 
ling late in an attempt to aggravate me. 

But I love soccer and this is a part of the 
game which you have to accept. 

I just make up my mind to get back at them 
the next time because you have to give as good 
as you get.

The introduction of summer 
soccer in late 1981 has taken up most of the discussion, but what 
of the other proposals? Rik Booth, the ASF’s marketing man, ex- 
plained soccer's problems as he sees them, and some of the solu- 
tions, to a recent Press conference in Sydney. this is what he said .

centralised marketing structure needed to be formed in 
order to prepare a unified developmental plan for the next 


10 years. 


I would like to briefly 
explain the problems we 
face, the responsibilities of 
the marketing company, 
its areas of operation and 
then finally just a few of 
the decisions we have al- 
ready taken. 

We are adopting a theme or 
slogan throughout the eighties 
of “Grow with Soccer”’. 

The following statement 
really amplifies our attitude in 
this country. 

“Marketing soccer in the 
right way is of paramount im- 
porance these days. The FA is 
really a business’’. It is inter- 
esting that it is made by Ted 
Croker, the secretary of the 
English F.A. who was a recent 
visitor to Australia with the 
English team. 

inally in England and 
indeed Europe, the adminis- 
trators of the sprot have rec- 
ognised that soccer is a big 
business. 

That it now has to be mar- 
keted in the right way just as 
other sports and other leisure 
and recreational activities 
are. 


The problems 


We are facing up to the true 
problems that the sport has, in 
order to analyse.and set down 
what the opportunities are. 
The main problems as we see 
them are: 

eA lack of funds which we 
can utilise to promote and de- 
velop the sport. 

e Poor communications be- 
tween all sectors and facets of 
the sport. 

e A complete lack of 
cohesion between the various 
sectors of soccer be they State 
federations, local organisa- 
tions or whatever. Soccer has 
not been a united force up to 
this point. 

e A complete lack of promo- 
tional and marketing expertise 
and manpower. Up to now our 
administrators have been 
primarily volunteers to whom 
the sport is deeply indebted for 
their devotion of time, energy 


and often personal money in 
assisting the development of 
the game. However is we are 
now to accept that we are a 
business, then we must run the 
sport like a business. 

A low spectator level re- 
lated to a very high participa- 
tory level. 

e A lack of sponsors at all 
levels. We have enjoyed the 
support of a handful of com- 
panies over the past few years 
that have persevered with the 
sport in the knowledge that 
one day, the administrators 
would commence an overall 
development programme of a 
professional nature. We are in- 
debted to these supporting 
sponsors but pro rata to both 
the funds that we require, and 
the numbers and different cat- 
egories of soccer that are 
currently played, we need an 
even higher level of com- 
mercial sponsorship. We have 
a need but we also have a lot to 
offer if we can package it in 
the right way. 

e There has been no tele- 
vision exposure of our domes- 
tic soccer, no opportunity 
through the visual media to 
project and build up the per- 
sonalities and heroes of the 
game in the same way as other 
sports enjoy. However, dis- 
regarding regular coverage 
even spasmodic news Cov- 
erage on television has been 
almost non-existent through- 
out Australia. 

e@ The description of poor 
media relations and. commun- 
ications is perhaps an under- 
statement. It would be fairer, 
and more honest of us to state 
that they are almost non-exist- 
ent. Our soccer media go 
through periods of extreme 
tolerance matched by equal 
periods of extreme impatience 
and anger at our inadequacies 
in communications with them. 

e There are few person- 
alities and heroes in the game. 
This inter-relates with the 
degree of media exposure that 
we are able to obtain, and is 
also intricately tied with the 
image that we project as a 
sport. In a small survey that

we recently undertook of tour 
groups of children aged be- 
tween about 11 and 19, not one 
child could name the Austral- 
ian national team even though 
they played soccer themselves 
each weekend. Every child 
could name almost a full 
Rugby League team. Of the 
children interviewed, only 20% 
could nominate a famous Aust- 
ralian player. That player was 
Peter Sharne. Only 10% of the 
children had actually paid to 
go and see a soccer game in 
the past year. Why? Because 
there are no heroes, no ex- 
citement, no-one to relate to, 
or to want to be like. 

Those then are some of the 
main probléms that we have. 
isolated. 

Responsibilities 

The Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration Marketing company 
has the overall responsibility 
to try to correct some of those 
problems, and then capitalise 
on our opportunities. Its over- 
all role may be defined as one 
that is simply to promote and 
develop the code to the Aus- 
tralian public. 

The public may be defined in 
four separate categories, 
being participants, spectators, 
the media and commerce. Spe- 
cifically, the company is to 
provide marketing expertise in 
areas of sponsorship, promo- 
tions, licensing, publishing and 
public relations. These are 
broad brush responsibilities. 

Part of its responsibility is 
to build both ASF awareness, 
visibility and creditability to 
the public as well as of course, 
that of State Federations and 
the Philips Soccer League. 

It is to build or continue the 
impetus of soccer registration 
and participation at all age 
levels. 

It is to expand existing re- 
venue sources and to create 
new ones. 

Specifically, through its ac- 
tivities it is to create organisa- 
tional cohesion between the 
various sectors of soccer. 

It has to promote unity and 
to improve communications 
between the various aspects of 
soccer. 

Most importantly, over a 
period of time, it will seek to 
improve media relations and 
ultimately, hopefully, the 
degree of exposure that the 
sport enjoys commensurate, 
and related to, the support that 
it has from the public and com- 
merce. 

The single subject which has 
been perceived as the sole role 
of the marketing company is 
that of building spectator 
interest in all levels of soccer. 
That is only one part of its role 
and cannot be done without all 
other activities being under- 
taken that work in conjunction 
with plans and programmes 
purely related to spectator- 
ship. 

Specifically it will handle 
the promotion of international 
tours and events from 1981 on- 
wards, There is great room for 
improvement in this specific 
activity which inter-relates 
with our communications and 
assistance to the media. Plus

the marketing company will 
provide the ability to improve 
coaching techniques, facilities 
and aids. This is an important 
area in the development of the 
code related to the massive 
numbers of participants that 
both exist today or will ever- 
increasingly be joining the 
sport over forthcoming years. 

Mest importantly the com- 
pany is to develop continuity in 
all levels of soccer from junior 
to senior. It will not view 
various activities in isolation.

With a programme, a tourna- 
ment or a sponsorship to be 
implemented at a junior level, 
we will seek at all times to ac- 
knowledge and take into con- 
sideration the ramifications of 
that activity at the next level 
above it, and below it. 

It will seek to integrate all 
activities into one cohesive 
plan for soccer in general. 


Revenue 


These are the specific areas 
of revenue that the marketing 
company will seek to generate 
to provide funding for the de- 
velopment of soccer. 

A major licensing pro- 
gramme is being introduced 
for the sale of rights to use 
Australian Soccer Federation 
marks, logos, symbols and 
mascots in general promotions 
and on merchandise which is 
sold through retail stores. We 
have appointed Hanna Bar- 
bera who are one of the 
world’s largest licensing com- 
panies, to handle this aspect of 
our activities. 

Publishing will similarly 
provide sources of revenue 
over forthcoming years in a 
variety of areas including pro- 
grammes for matches, the 
publication of books and bro- 
chures and perhaps even in- 
volvement in soccer magazi- 
nes. 

A large proportion of reve- 
nue that will be generated into 
soccer over forthcoming years 
will come from sponsorship 
rights and promotional pro- 
grammes. At present, it is im- 
possible for companies to 
understand how they can 
become involved in the code 
and this is a subject that I shall 
comment on again a little 
later. 

The marketing company 
will control the international 
rights that it owns or is as- 
signed for various soccer prop- 
erties such as the European 
Cup, the European Cup 
Winners Cup, and the Eu- 
ropean Championship. 

Another source of revenue 
will come from advertising op- 
portunities that will present 
themselves. These fall under 
the headings of: 

e In-stadium signs where ar- 
rangements can be made with 
individual venues for the plac- 
ement of additional signs 
around the playing perimeters 
of the grounds. 

e@ The sale of advertising 
space in programmes is anoth- 
er source of revenue. Sim- 
ilarly we would expect advert- 
ising space to become avail- 
able in various other publica- 
tions that will be produced and 
released over forthcoming 
years. 

The marketing company 
will derive revenue from the 
sale of both television, and 
wherever possible, radio 
rights, to major soccer proper- 
ties of either a domestic or 
international type. 

The company will become 


- involved in the structuring and 


implementation over fort- 
hcoming years of a_ profes- 
sional programme of soccer 
camps and academies on a 
nationwide basis. 

It will seek to bring some 
uniformity into this subject 
and wherever possible by ne- 
gotiation, will integrate many 
existing academies or camps 
under an overall umbrella of 
endoresement and support by 
the Australian Soccer Feder- 
ation, Sate Federations or the 
Philips Soccer League. 

Specifically, in terms of 
sponsorship and promotions, 
the company will seek to 
obtain revenue and funding for 
our national team, national 
youth team, national women’s 
team and national schoolboys 
team. These are the pinnacle 
and ultimate showpiece for the 
Australian public of soccer in 
this country. 












The tournaments, matches 
and events in which these 
teams participate are those 
which should receive major 
media exposure and which 
ultimately will hopefully eng- 
ender the feeling of nation- 
alism and public support as 
they compete on behalf of our 
country. 

The marketing company 
will also control the various 
agreements and arrangements 
that the Federations have per- 
taining to the supply of both 
domestic and international 
airline travel, accommodation 
for teams and various cate- 
gories of soccer gear that is 
supplied to our national teams 
and professional leagues. 

Many of our suppliers are of 
course also sponsors of the 
sport. The marketing company 
will look after and develop the 
interests of the various Feder- 
ations and teams in this regard 
as well as ensure that those 
same suppliers are gaining 
maximum benefit through 
their involvement with the 
sport. 

In some cases the marketing 
company will become involved 
in player and team usage by 
advertisers or advertising 
agencies. 

It will not become involved 
in the personal management of 
individual players but will pro- 
vide a general advice facility 
for players who have been ap- 
proached to undertake com- 
mercial activities. 

We will naturally be encour- 
aging the use of both players 
and teams by advertisers in 
their various marketing pro- 
grammes in the same way as 
other sports and their players 
enjoy similar exposure and 
benefits. 

It is an integral part of the 
marketing company's overall 
philosophy and aim that ove 
the next ten years it will help 
build the level of income that 
our professional soccer 
players can earn from their in- 
volvement in the sport. 

We will also be involved in 
various fund raising activities 
that soccer will organise on 
both a national and State basis 
for varying levels of the sport. 


Basic plans are already 
being set down for the forma- 
tion and launch of a National 
Youth Soccer Foundation to 
which both industry and indi- 
viduals can subscribe as mem- 
bers. 

I am a great believer in the 
philosophy that commercial 
companies are most disposed 
to help sports that appear to 
help themselves. Sports that 
give the appearance of contin- 
ually waiting for handouts 
rarely enjoy the support of pri- 
vate industry. We have an 
enormous army of followers 
and participants and it is up to 
us to devise ways to solicit the 
support of those followers in 
developing the code. 

As part of fund-raising or 
self-help programmes there is 
one specific activity which we 
will be implementing over the 
forthcoming years. That is the 
introduction of a national reg- 
istration scheme. This will in- 
volve a mandatory registra- 
tion of every player from 
junior to senior level through 
the individual State Feder- 
ations into a central Austral- 
ian Soccer Federation scheme. 

The entire registration 
system will be placed on com- 
puter to provide research and 
Statistical analysis that we re- 
quire in forthcoming years. 
Plus we will be able to monitor 
the development and in- 
volvement of players from in- 
jtial enrolment as juniors, 
through to senior levels. 


A nominal levy will apply to 
those registrations, which wilt 
be incorporated into the indi- 
vidual State Federation regis- 
tration costs. That money will 
be utilised to both administer 
the overall registration 
scheme and provide funds for 
the development of the code. 

Again the philosophy of 
giving something bach will be 
applied. We shall develop a 
junior soccer supporters club 
and every child, when they 
register, will automatically 
receive bach items such as a 
membership certificate, sti- 
chers for his school cases and 
a regular newsletter. For reg- 
istrations of a more senior 
level they will receive news- 
letters, discount vouchers or 
special offers on ‘official sup- 
pliers’ merchandise vr spon- 
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cessional tickets to Philips 
Soccer League games. 

The registration lists will be 
used to market the sport and to 
promote the code. When major 
soccer events are due to occur 
in this country, then we can 
automatically mail every 
known soccer player simulta- 
neously with information. If 
the activity is only being 
undertaken in a single State or 
even just in a local area, then 
through the use of computer 
facilities we can isolate only 
the names and addresses of 
those relevant people within 
the market area. 

Then we can quickly inform 
them of the opportunities that 
exist or the events that are 
being staged. Most import- 
antly, this scheme will enable 
us to undertake basic research 
on the type of players, his total 
involvement in the sport, his 
family background, his tele- 
vision viewing habits, etc. 

Other minor sources of 
income will come from the 
production and distribution of 
films, training aids, and 
various music and songs asso- 
ciated with soccer. All of these 
activities will form a part of 
an overall marketing pro- 
gramme and plan. 

Then finally we will aim, 
over a period of time, to estab- 
lish the marketing company as 
a service operation to provide 
marketing and promotional 
consulting advice to the soccer 
industry in total. 

The company will be there 
to assist in any manner that it 
can in either general advice, 
specific tashs, or whatever the 
requirement, to organisations 
and bodies apart from the 
National and State Feder- 
ations. 

Importantly to individual 
clubs in the national league or 
State competitions, to schools, 
to local clubs and associations, 
to sponsors, to the media, or 
whoever. 

Anyone who needs assist- 
ance or advice which falls 
within the areas of expertise 
or facilities of the marketing 
company will be able to turn to 
one central body for such help. 

Those are the specific areas 
where we shall seek to gener- 
ate revenue into the sport 
which will be spent by various 
Federations or levels of soccer 
in the overall development of 
the game. 


STARTING POINT 


The question confronting us 
when we began was just where 
do we start with this subject of 
soccer. Soccer is a rather 
large, grey amorphous mass 
and not easily understandable 
by people on the outside who 
are not concerned or involved 
in it, in any significant way. 

Confronted by this very 
complex subject of soccer we 
have decided to segment the 
game into its separate areas, 
and then set down devel- 
opment plans for each one as 
part of an overall unified pro- 
gramme. 

The areas that soccer has 
been divided into range from 
the national teams through 
State League competitions, a 
national youth soccer league, a 
national! indoor soccer league, 
the Philips Soccer League, 
women’s soccer, referees, 
coaches and so on. Each area 
is completely isolated. The 
whole subject of soccer is 
completely segmented. 


Step one was to develop a 


single element that could 
become the unifying element. 
that would be synonomous 
with soccer at any level and 
anywhere within Australia. 
This was to désign an Austral- 
jan soccer ball. 

This ball has then been jn- 
corporated into a far more 
modern logo and corporate 
image for the Australian 
Soccer Federation. Then we 
are translating that same ball 
element into ali oathér 
emblems and devices that .are> 
involved in soccer in any way 
within Australia. 

New logos and symbols are 
currentiy being designed for 
every aspect of soccer and 
those will be introduced on to 
the market as they are pro- 
gressively finalised through- 
out 1980 and 1981. Even the 
various State Federations will 
have a new modern graphic 
image that. can be utilised on 
all printed communication, on 
all badges, strips and advert- 
Ising. 

There will be an overall logo 
for the State Soccer Feder- 
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their own symbol or emblem. 
But each has the new Augstral- 
ian soccer ball as a major ele- 
ment within its overall design. 
Hence the cumulative effect is 
the unification of soccer 
graphically. That of course is 
only stage one. 

We have now properly de- 
signed a mascot which will 
become synonomous with our 
national team’s efforts and 
ultimately will also Decome 
synonomous with soccer gen- 
erally in this country, 
character is naturally called 
“Soccer Roo’’, and we expect 
over a period of time that he 
will become a familiar and 
popular character with child- 
ren being reproduced on 
clothing, in books, in films and 
toys. 

The next step is then to li- 
cense the various logos and 
devices to the manufacturers 
of soccer merchandise so that 
through various new product 
introductions over the next 
two years, these devices and 
logos will be seen on a massive 
range of soccer merchandise 
throughout the country. 

t In some cases this will be 
through ASF endorsement of 
existing products, and in 
others we will be working with 
manufacturers on the in- 
troduction of completely new 
product ranges be they in 
boots, balls, or strips. 

All of the manufacturers 
who become involved in this 
programme will also become 
the ‘official suppliers’ to our 
national teams, the Philips 
Soccer League, State feder- 
ations, etc. 

All of that forms the begin- 
ning of a progressive updating 
visually of soccer’s image. 

The next area we are con- 
centrating on is to clearly 
identify where and how com- 
merce or advertisers can par- 
ticipate or become involved in 
soccer. ; 

The Winfield Centenary Cup 
was a perfect example of a 
single event which worked suc- 
cessfully both for the sponsor 
and for the sport 

Hence each area of soccer 
can be divided up into the ways 
and means in which an ad- 
vertiser or company can 
become involved be it in spon- 
sorship or licensing. 

With the national team it 
could be as an overall devel- 
opment sponsor, a supporting 
sponsor or as an official sup- 
plier. 

They could produce and dis- 
tribute a range of endorsed 
national team approved prod- 
ucts. 

It will be the same for the 
national youth team and the 
same for the Philips Soccer 
League. 

Philips is of course the over- 
all sponsor but with the agree- 
ment of Philips we will now be 
seeksing other supporting 
sponsors, official suppliers 
and allowing manufacturers to ~ 
have approved products. 

Then, for each Philips 
Soccer League club, they too 
will have a club development 
sponsor, supporting sponsors 
and official suppliers. 

And so it goes on through all 
the various areas: 

e The national indoor soccer 
federation which will be 
Jaunched in 1981 on a test 
basis. 

e@ The State Soccer Feder- 
ation of Australia will have
